ETERNITY IS TOO LONG TO TRIFLE WITH YOUR SOUL. 


Getting saved! These two 
words have been ringing in my 
mind for more than a _ week. 
This experience is unusual. I 
hardly ever think much about | 
what the next message shall be | 
until 1 get my paper ready for 
writing. Then 1 look up to the 
Lord and say, now help me 
Father, and the way we go. 
But this time I have seemed to 
know for more than a week that 
Getting Saved would be the 
theme for the next message. 

It is a fact that people are 
getting saved. They are getting 
saved and they know so well that 
they are getting saved that al! 
doubts have entirely vanished 
from their minds. They have 
accepted Ohrist as their Savior 
because He says, ‘“‘Him that 
cometh unto me I will in no 
wise cast out.” (John 6:37.) And 
they believe and act upon this 
word and the blessing and wit- 
ness comes. 

This may seem a little common 
place to many of our family, but 
please remember that you do not 
find much that surpasses it in 
yalue. People some times get 
sanctified and filled with the 
Holy Ghost and according to 
their own testimony they are 
not saved at the time they give 
such a testimony. Many who 
have had good experiences are 
not saved today. This is awful, 
but facts stare us in the face and 
there is no use of denying it. 

Sometimes such people keep 


up their testimony and stand up 
boldly and say they are saved, 
sanctified, baptized and healed, 
and later it developes that they 
have been guilty of some crime 
that of course knocked all the 
“saved”? out of them if they 
ever had it. This is serious, but 
1 base this statement on the tes- 
timony of some who have gone 
through the awful ordeal. 


When we think of it just right 
Getting Saved is not such a 
common place affair after all. 
There is real seriousness about 
it. And it often means much 
for a person to confess his sins 
so he may get saved. “If we 
confess our sins,”’ says John, ‘“‘he 
is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins.”?’ (1 John 1:9.) But 
here is the rub. People some 
times get off the track and stay 
off rather than confess their 
guilt. They some times testify 
to what God has done for them, 
but they never say what Jesus 1s 
to them right now. 

I orce knew a man that was 
always prompt in his service in 
the meeting. Would almost al- 
ways say some good things and I 
loved for him to get up and talk. 
But finally 1t dawned upon me 
that I never heard him say he 
was saved. After that, I began 
to listen for something that 
would indicate that he was saved 
right now. But alas, I listened 
and waited in vain. He kept 
up his good talks, and as far as | 





could tell he lived a good life 
and prayed good prayers, and 
gave good advice to others, but | 
never heard him ay “Tt have the | 
blessing right now.”’

Derience. [ think he still claims 
| religion, but to me he is a forlorn 
looking object. He is growing 
old. I have not seen him for 
some time, but I am afraid he is 
not saved. If he is not, then he 
needs to get saved. 


Several years ago, when 1 was 
but a small boy, a certain min- 
ister (a quaker) was conducting 
s revival at one of the old 
‘quaker meeting houses.’”’? He 
was a strong preacher and a full 
believer in getting saved. He 
preached so strong that it was 
getting nold on some of the offi- 
cials and heads of. the church. 
They did not approve of his 
preaching, for he showed plainly 
by the Bible that if they were not 
converted—s a ved—they would 
go to hell. One day after the 
service closed the preacher walk- 
ed out to get in his carriage to 
drive to his stopping place for 
dinner. One of the old elders 
followed him, and, walking up to 
his side, said, **Thy preaching is 
rather on the extreme. Here is 
five dollars I want to give thee, 
and now please do not press thy 
points so close.’’? The good min- 
ister took the bill and quickly 
stuffed it ‘into his pocket, and 
looking him squarely in the face 
said, ‘‘l thank thee for this bill, 
I need it very much, but ee 
will go to hell if thee does not 
get converted and saved.”’ 


That was- indeed a_ thunder- 
bolt to that good old. elder, but 
it had its effect. The revival 
went on and on, and it was _ in- 
deed remarkable to find so many 
of those good old quakers un- 
saved. Surely heaven. rejoiced 
as many of those dear old fathers 
that were so good and religious 
knelt at the penitent form and 
wept their way through to Oal- 
vary and really got saved. 


The time has been 1n my life, 
and I find I am not so far from it 
yet, that 1 have been very much 
agitated and really scared for 
fear many will go to the very 
brink of the grave thinking they 
are saved, and wake up to the 
awful fact that they are lost 
when it is too late to repent, and 
will drop into hell.

Good peo- 
ple often object to good things 
and they do not seem to realize 
it. 1 wonder why this is true. 


Those who are sanctified and 


the experiences are real, 
good for all, but the opposers of 
these experiences are without 
number. And although the Bi- 
ble is clear in its teaching con- 
cerning these experiences the 
opposers still oppose. It almost 
seems sometimes like some peo- 
ple are born with an opposing 
spirit. No matter what is men- 
tioned they always take the op- 
posite side. 


But no matter if people do op- 
pose paying tithes it is a Bible 
doctrine. 


their own light. But this is not 
so strange when there are so 
many that stand in their own 
light about almost everything. 
But we do not intend to stand in 
our own light about anything. 
We want everything that is good 
for us. So if paying tithes is 
good for us we want to pay 
vithes. 

This is an interesting theme 
when it is considered in the 
right light. But people can get 
as “cold as a wedge’’ if they con- 
sider it in the wrong way. 
Manv have testified to getting 
cold in their experience because 
they disregarded the practice 
and refused to pay tithes. Some 
have testified to temporal losses 
and physical disabilities because 
they did not pay tithes. 


Some have declared that pay- 
ing tithes is not a New Testa- 
ment doctrine and claim it be- 
longs tothe Oldonly. Butitisa 
fact that the word in some form 
occurs not less than eight times 
in the New Testament and not 
one place that shows the least 
argument against paying tithes 
in the gospel dispensation. If I 
could find one place where pay- 
ing tithes is discouraged | would 
willingly give it the necessary 


attention. But every mention 
of it holds up for it. 
| Jesus told the scribes and 


Pharisees that they ought to pay 
tithes (Matt. 23:23) and 1 cannot 
think of Him telling them to do 
‘something over on this side of 
John the Baptist that should not 
'be practiced. John the Baptist 
was the bridge between the old 
| dispensation andthenew. ‘*The 
‘law and the prophets were until 
\Jobn: since that time the king- 
-,; dom of heaven is preached and 
al men press into it.” (Luke 16:16.) 
‘Then Jesus said of certain that 
they had rejected the counsel of 
|God and could not reap the bene- 
‘fits because they were not bap- 
tized by John. They had not 
crossed the bridge, but tried 
‘to climb over some other way. 
| But the tithes came over, because 
|Jesus told them that they ought 
to pay tithes. Do you suppose 
the Son of God would have 
‘brought something across that 
| bridge and advised the Pharisees 
to practice it that does not be- 
‘long over on this side? Who! 
could believe it? Although they 
| were Pharisees and opposing Him

He ac- 
knowledged later that he was a 
wretched man while he was try- 
ing to practice it on this side of 
the bridge. Of . this he says, 
“O wretched man that Iam, who

To prove that this 1s Paul’s 
meaning we only have to hear 
him again when he says, ‘*Ohrist 
is the end of the law’’ (Rom. 
10:4), and ‘‘Ohrist hath redeem- 
ed us from the curse of the law.”’ 
(Gal. 3:13.) Then Paul was cry- 
ing out for deliverance from the 
law that was a dead body. And 
in the next breath he exclaimed, 
“Tf thank God: through Jesus 
Ohrist our Lord.” (Kom. 7:25.) 
Delivered through Jesus Christ 


from the law that was dead. Or 
in uother words, Paul was deliv- 


ered from that dead body through 
Jesus Christ. 


Now please remember that 
Paul was a Pharisee (Acts 28:6.) 
while he was wretched because 
he was trying to carry the law 
after it was dead. And after the 
law was dead Jesus told the 
Pharisees that they ought bo pay 
tithes. Howis this? The fact 
is that tithe paying lived right 
on after the law was dead or 
Jesus would not have advised 
those people to pay tithes. Itis 
also a fact that tithe paying was 
instituted more than 400 years 
before the law and 
when the law given tithe 
paying was incorporated in the 
law, but did not have its origin 
with the law and was not the 
law, because it was before the 
law.

It was said of the promises to 
Abraham that the baw that came 
430 years after could not disan- 
nul.(Gal. 8:17.) And it is appar- 
ent that the promises and prac- 
tices of Abraham were carried 
over on this side of the law 
as if the law had never been 
given. Thusit is written, ‘It 
(the law) was added because 
of transgressions, till the seed 
should come to whom the prom- 
ise was made.’’(Gal. 3:19.) Pay- 
ing tithes was not added, for, as 
stated above, tithe paying was 
instituted about 430 years before 
the law was given. Thelaw was 
in effect till the seed came and 
Paul says plainly tiat the “seed 
is Ohrist.”? (Gal. 8:16.) Then 
when Ohrist came the work that 
began with Abraham 1s to con- 
tinue as if the law had veverbeen 
institued. Surely this analogy is 
clear. And Jesus corroborates 
this view by telling the Phari-

tithes. And He told them to do 
this after the law was dead which 
shows that tithe paying was not 
dead. For lamsure Jesus would 
not have mocked them and told 
them to do things they ought 
not to do because it was dead. 

Without pursuing this form of 
analogy further I wish to call at- 
tention to the fact that paying 
tithes opens the way for a double 
blessing to be poured out. Of 
this the prophet said, “Bring 
ye all the tithes into the 
store house, that there may 
be meat in mine house, and prove 
me now herewith, saith the Lord 
of hosts, if I will not open you 
the windows of heaven, and pour 
you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to re- 
ceive it.”? (Mal.3:10) The next 
verse shows the temporal bless- 
ings that will follow and of cours:: 
the spiritual blessings will not 
be wanting, for God always 
blesses people when they do 
right. And these are some of 
the blessings that fell upon 
faithful Abraham when he paid 
tithes to Melchisedec. (Heb.7 :6 ) 
Now the blessings of Abraham are 
to fall upon us because the seed 
(Ohrist) has come, and the law 
is dead, but the tithes still live 
on. 


Abraham paid tithes to Mel- 
chisedee, ‘‘priest of the most high 
God.”’ It is said of him that 
he had no ‘tend of life; but 
made like unto the Son of God, 
abideth a priest continually.” 
(Heb. 7:3.) Under the law they 
paid tithes to Aaron and his sons, 
men that died. (Heb. 7:8 ) 
Rut Abraham paid to him that 
liveth. Jumping over the law 
again we do not pay tithes to 
men that die, but to our high 
priest Jesus (Heb. 7:17). who 
lives forever. (Heb. 6:20.) The 
High Priest to receive aud bless. 
(Heb. 7:7.) 


Now since wecannot pay tithes 
to Jesus as He appeared in the 
flesh when on earth,we pay to His 
body—the church. Not less than 
three Scripture passages show 
that the Ohurch is His body 
(Eph.1 :22,23;O0o01.1:18,24.) This 
isthe very reason we will not pay 
our tithestoan individual. We 
want to pay to Christ’s body iike 
Abraham paid tithes to the body 
of Melchisedec, and at the same 
time to one that will not die, but 
lives after the same order cf 
Melchisedec. 

This is fine. And the (hurch 
of God will not die. And pay- 
ing tithes to the Ohurch, the 
body of Ohrist, is the only right 
way to pay tithes. I would be 
afraid to put my tithes in any 
other place. And this way 
blessedly satisfies and those who 
practice this are blessed.

In obeying orders they en- 
dure hardness, leave their homes, 
sacrifice their lives for their 
country, take Jong hikes, learn to 
handle a gun correctly, keep step, 
keep their uniforms spotless, in 
fact they are trained to do every- 
thing necessary to make a good 
soldier, 

In 2 Tim. 2:3,4, we find Paul 
talking about geod soldiers for 
Jesus. He says, ‘*‘Thou therefore 
endure hardness as a good soldier 
of Jesus Ohrist.”” Now there is 
some training to do, some hard- 
ness to endure. If we want the 
power to heal the sick in Jesus’ 
name like the Apostles, let us 
leave our homes if necessary, 
sacrifice our lives, like they did, 
obey the orders of our Oaptain, 
which is Jesus Christ, and believe 
like Peter did, when he and 
John commanded the lame man 
who was born lame, to rise up 
aod walk. ‘He took him by the 
right hand, and lifted him up, 
and immediately his ankle bones 
received strength.”’—acts 3:7, 

Beloved, if we believe like 
that, and hold on to God for viec- 
tory we will get it, and if we 
fail to pray the prayer of faith, 
not blame some brother or sister 
for it, and say ‘‘if 1t had not been 
for their unbelief we would have 


gotten the victory over that 
demon.”’

Then in order to make 
a good soldier, obey orders. What 
are the orders? turn with me to 
John7 :17, and read, “‘Ifany man 
will do his will, (that is the 
Father’s will) he shall know of 
the doctrine,’’ well then before 
we can do His will we must 
know what it is.
